I, SU207, fomin, make oeta and say as follows: 


I et an aitorial writer, and nave been employed since 
1935 by the newspaper Yomiura Shimbun. On numerous occasions 
between 1635 «nd che outbreak of the Pacific War in December 
1941, I wrote articles favoring settlement of the China dis- 
pute, depicting peuce, questioning Japan's right to rule China 
and criticizing Javanese military aggression. All of my writ- 
ings on these subjects were written in a manner calculated not 
to be offensive to governrentul policy. On each occasion I 
thus indicated disfevor in wy writings with governmental policy 
I received visits fron the military police and civil police, 
who warned me not to write uvon such subjects again. 


Newspapers and puolications in Japan since 1935 have 
been subjected to strict censorship directed by the Govern- 
ment and put in practice by the Home Ministry. Newspapers 
were not permitted to print anything on political matters 
except such nevs items as were issued by the various ministries 
of the Government, with the result that newspapers published 
little besides provagande tending to justify Japanese mili- 
taristic and aggressive varfere objectives. In addition to 
the various censorstip laws in existence, it was the practice 
for the Government through the Home Ministry, to issue press 
bans on news items, which officials of the Government decided 
should be withheld from the Japanese public. 


The various ministries of the government directed news- 
pavers in relation to the manner in which news items should be 
treated, and in adcition thereto, it was the practice particu- 
larly of the Navy Press Burean, irmy Press Bureau and Foreign 
Office Press Bureau to call individual writers and journalists 
to their offices periodically and issue instructions to them 
as to the material which could be published and the manner in 
which such material must be published. 


That newspapers and publications in Japan from 1935 
until the termination of the Pacific War were complétely under 
the control and domination of the Japanese government, and 
during these years there was no such thing as the semblance 
of a free prees in Japan,
